ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1964 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  St.  Neots  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1964. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population.  The  rise  in  population  continued  with  a  little  extra 
momentum  than  has  been  apparent  in  the  last  year  or  two  and  the  figure 
has  now  topped  the  8,000  level. 

The  Area  Comparability  Factors,  for  use  with  the  crude  birth  and 
death  rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make  allowances 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population 
differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  In  addition,  the 
death  rate  area  comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take 
account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  the  area.  When 
local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  risen  considerably  during  the  year  and  now  stands 
at  a  level  well  above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  very  considerable  decrease  compared  with 
1963  and  is  well  below  the  average  for  the  whole  country.  Despite  the 
rising  population  the  death  rate  is  now  lower  than  it  has  ever  been  during 
the  last  5  years.  An  examination  of  the  facts  reveals  that  virtually  half 
of  the  deaths  occured  in  persons  of  75  or  over  and  approximately  65% 
in  persons  over  65  years.  Almost  one  third  of  the  deaths  were  due  to 
disease  of  the  cardio-vascular  system  and  one  fifth  to  cancer. 

Infant  Mortality.  Five  infants  died  during  the  year  before  reaching 
the  age  of  12  months.  Of  these,  three  died  before  reaching 

the  age  of  one  week,  one  died  before  reaching  one  month  and  the 

remaining  infant  died  before  it  was  one  year  old.  The  infant  mortalitv 

rate  is  therefore  much  higher  than  it  has  been  in  recent  years,  but  such 
a  rise  is  statistically  not  surprising  in  view  of  the  relatively  small  numbers 
involved. 

Infectious  Disease.  1964  was  a  year  in  which  notifiable  infectious 

disease  ran  at  a  fairly  low  level.  The  predominant  illness  was  whoopine 
cough,  a  small  outbreak  which  occurred  in  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year  and  accounted  for  more  than  half  the  notifications  received.  Measles 
was  less  prevalent  this  year  than  in  1963  and  was  responsible  for  a  quarter 
of  the  notifiable  illness  within  the  district. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Policy  and  Administration.  This  is  a  comparatively  small  authority 
with  a  small  team  of  officers  who  can  plan  and  carry  out  combined 
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operations  village  by  village  as  their  sanitary  systems  are  brought  up  to 
modern  standards.  The  Council  plan  sewerage  schemes  so  that  the 
maximum  benefit  is  afforded  to  the  maximum  number  of  properties  in 
the  village  concerned.  At  the  same  time  unsatisfactory  dwellings  are 
dealt  with  under  Housing  Acts  by  way  of  closure  or  demolition  and  re¬ 
development  of  the  site  is  planned  simultaneously.  The  power  now  given 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  will  here  be  useful  where  the  tenants 
co-operate  by  asking  for  bathroom  improvements. 

Housing  Programme.  New  Houses.  The  demand  for  council  houses 
continues  at  about  the  same  level  but  the  need  in  this  area  is  mainly  for 
old  people’s  accommodation  in  the  form  of  bungalows,  flats  or  small 
houses.  To  help  satisfy  this  need  the  Council  acquired  a  site  in  Southoe 
for  the  erection  of  eight  flats  and  these  are  expected  to  be  completed 
in  1965. 

During  the  year  10  new  bungalows  or  flats  in  Great  Paxton,  Kimbolton 
and  Grafham  were  provided  for  occupation  by  elderly  persons,  the  transfer 
of  whom  helped  to  reduce  the  degree  of  under  occupancy  of  existing 
Council  property.  Council  bouse  maintenance  is  constantly  under  review 
and  regular  attention  is  paid  to  Council  property  to  en.sure  that  it  is  well 
maintained.  Improvement  schemes  for  the  older  type  of  Council  property 
are  imnlemented  where  necessary  and  during  the  year  such  a  scheme  was 
carried  out  in  Southoe  and  a  similar  improvement  scheme  is  planned  for 
parishes  of  Offord  Cluny  and  Offord  Darcy. 

There  are  now  several  caravan  sites  scattered  throughout  the  district 
and  these  require  constant  supervision  to  ensure  that  conditions  are 
maintained  according  to  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  of  1960. 

Despite  the  ever  increasing  demand  the  Water  Supply  to  the  area  was 
maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level  of  quantity  and  quality  during  the  year. 
Improvements  to  increase  the  pressure  to  properties  between  St.  Neots 
and  Great  Gransden  are  in  progress  and  measures  to  improve  the  supply 
at  Kimbolton  and  Brington  will  soon  be  completed.  Similar  improve¬ 
ments  are  planned  for  the  parishes  of  Offord  Cluny  and  Offord  Darcy, 
Great  Paxton  and  Little  Paxton,  Toseland  and  Yelling.  Routine  bacterio¬ 
logical  sampling  by  the  officers  of  the  Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board  is 
carried  out  to  ensure  a  wholesome  mains  supply  and  similar  “check” 
samples  are  taken  bv  the  Public  Health  staff  of  the  district.  Any  faulty 
samples  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Water  Board  and  repeat  samples 
taken.  During  the  vear  7  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  but  all 
proved  satisfactory  when  repeated. 

Diddington  Reservoir.  This  enormous  scheme  is  now  in  operation  and 
millions  of  gallons  of  water  are  being  pumped  from  the  intake  works  at 
Offord  to  the  reservoir  at  Grafham.  Work  continues  on  the  treatment 
works  and  the  whole  scheme  should  be  completed  in  1966. 

Although  the  Council  actively  encouraged  the  development  of  this 
scheme  they  are  now  alarmed  to  learn  of  a  further  plan  to  explore  the 
possibility  of  developing  another  reservoir  in  the  Abbotsley  area  and 
this  they  will  certainly  oppose  with  every  possible  means  at  their  disposal. 

There  are  several  private  swimming  pools  in  the  area  and  these  have 
been  found  to  be  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The 
provision  of  swimming  pool  facilities  during  the  swimming  season  in 
schools  is  becoming  a  popular  feature  all  over  the  County.  The  main¬ 
tenance  of  these  pools  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Education 
Authoritv  but  check  sampling  is  done  by  this  Council’s  Officers  and  the 
reports  thereof  pa.ssed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Main  Drainage  Schemes  to  cater  for  the  needs  of  the  parishes  within 
the  Rural  District  are  planned  in  order  of  priority.  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  during  the  year  to  speed  up  the  completion  of  schemes 
in  process  of  construction  and  to  plan  new  schemes  for  areas  of  the 
district  which  justify  the  need.  Eight  of  the  23  parishes  in  the  Rural 
District  have  now  been  sewered.  A  new  scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of 
Hail  Weston  has  been  prepared  and  is  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry, 
while  consultants  propose  similar  schemes  for  Grafham,  Diddington 
Yelling,  Toseland  and  Great  Paxton. 

The  refuse  collection  service  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year 
despite  the  difficulties  involved  by  long  hauls  in  a  scattered  rural  district. 
Tipping  is  now  carried  out  at  the  disused  gravel  pits  in  Buckden  by 
arrangement  with  the  owner  who  undertakes  to  cover  the  refuse  regularly. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Officers  to 
ensure  that  the  proper  standards  are  maintained  and  that  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  are  implemented. 

The  only  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  receives  constant  supervision 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  visits  frequently  for  the  purpose  of 
meat  inspection. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Fawcett  and 
all  other  members  of  the  department’s  staff  for  the  assistance  they  have 
given  me,  and  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year  despite 
the  relatively  small  establishment  to  carry  out  the  duties  entailed.

Although  there 
have  been  complaints  of  the  purity  of  water  at  Gaynes  Hall,  this  could 
not  be  traced  to  the  mains  supply.  A  chemical  analysis  was  satisfactory. 
The  total  quantities  of  water  supplied  with  percentage  increase  over  1963 
are  as  follows.  The  proportion  of  these  totals  which  pass  through  meters 
is  given  in  brackets.  I  have  not  worked  out  the  g.p.  head  figures  as  I  do 
no  know  the  latest  population  figures  for  each  district.

As  regards  the  improvements  in  the  St.  Neots  R.D.C.  area,  main- 
laying  between  St.  Neots  and  Gt.  Gransden  is  almost  complete  and  the 
new  booster  at  the  St.  Neots  end  which  is  to  be  installed  soon  will 
increase  pressures.  Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  water  tower  at 
Great  Gransden  and  I  hope  work  will  soon  commence  on  this  tower. 


We  are  just  about  to  lay  a  main  between  Staughton  Green  and  Agden 
Green  and  install  a  new  booster  plant  at  the  former.  This  will  enable  a 
better  supply  to  be  given  to  the  Kimbolton  area.  We  are  also  awaiting 
delivery  of  a  booster  pump  for  Brington  which  will  effect  a  similar 
improvement.  We  hope  to  supply  the  St.  Neots  trunk  main  with  water 
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from  Brampton  in  a  few  months  time.  With  various  interconnections 
and  a  link  main  at  Paxton  Hill  the  supply  to  the  Offords,  Great  Paxton 
and  the  new  large  housing  site  at  Little  Paxton  will  be  assured.  We  are 
also  now  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  Toseland  Reservoir 
which  will  give  a  better  supply  to  Toseland  and  Yelling  in  the  future  by 
direct  boosting  into  Yelling  Tower.” 

The  amount  of  water  supplied  per  head  per  day  for  all  purposes  was 
39  gallons,  of  which  13  gallons  were  for  non  domestic  supplies. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  TREATED  WATER. 

The  Council’s  Officers  obtained  bacteriological  water  samples  as  follows. 
Buckden  Scheme,  10  satisfactory  samples. 

Great  Staughton  Scheme.  6  satisfactory  samples,  4  unsatisfactory  samples. 

Abbotsley  Scheme,  9  satisfactory  samples,  1  unsatisfactory  sample. 

Kimbolton  Scheme,  8  satisfactory  samples,  2  unsatisfactory  samples. 

Making  a  total  of  33  satisfactory  and  7  unsatisfactory  samples  during 
the  year.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  notified  immediately  to  the 
Board  and  repeat  samples  taken  in  each  case  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

ANNUAL  RAINFALL  at  Great  Gransden  Hall,  17.44  inches.  Rain 
fell  on  138  days.  The  total  rainfall  is  the  lowest  since  1949.  I  wish  to 
thank  E.  W.  R.  Bolden,  Esq.,  for  this  information. 

PRIVATE  WELLS. 

Private 
bacteriological  samples  taken,  nil. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  five  private  permanent  swimming  pools  in  the  area  and  it 
appears  that  they  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition 
during  1964. 

During  the  swimming  season  four  satisfactory  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  from  Kimbolton  School  swimming  pool,  three  from  Offord 
School  swimming  pool,  and  three  from  Great  Gransden  School  swimming 
pool,.  Copies  of  the  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  Acting  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  average  number  of  tenants  per  house  is  31-  and  this  figure  could 
be  used  to  find  the  estimated  population  served  by  each  of  the  above 
services, 

DIDDINGTON  RESERVOIR  SCHEME. 

Excellent  progress  was  made  upon  this  scheme  during  the  year  and 
before  the  end  of  the  year  the  construction  of  the  dam  and  the  intake 
works  had  proceeded  sufficientlv  to  enable  the  numns  at  the  intake 
works  to  be  switched  on  and  they  are  now  filling  the  valley  of  the 
reservoir  at  the  rate  of  at  least  seventeen  million  gallons  per  day. 
Progress  was  made  with  the  construction  of  the  Treatment  Works  and 
the  Pumping  Plant  on  the  reservoir  site.  It  is  now  possible  to  see  the 
extensive  changes  brought  about  bv  this  scheme  and  as  a  result  a  number 
of  houses  have  now  been  demolished  as  these  will  be  submerged  in  the 
reservoir. 


My  Council  have  supported  this  enterprise  entirely  from  the  time  it 
was  first  envisaged  as  an  urgent  contribution  to  the  water  supply  prob¬ 
lems  of  East  Anglia,  but  nevertheless  they  are  disturbed  to  hear  of  a 
possible  scheme  which  if  subsequently  authorised  by  the  Minister  will 
flood  the  Abbotsley  valley  in  this  Council’s  area.  This  is  very  valuable 
agricultural  land  and  it  appears  it  would  only  be  flooded  to  a  small 
depth.  The  Council  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  scheme  is  entirely  un¬ 
desirable  both  from  a  national  and  local  point  of  view  and  they  are  of 
the  opinion  that  this  district  has  contributed  very  substantially  to  the 
water  supply  problem  by  means  of  the  Diddington  Reservoir  Scheme 
and  that  another  such  scheme  within  four  miles  will  be  resisted  to  the  end. 

It  seems  obvious  to  me,  as  an  official,  that  the  water  supply  problem 
of  East  Anglia  will  not  be  solved  by  piece-meal  development  even  on  the 
scale  proposed  and  that  a  national  water  policy  for  East  Anglia  is 
urgently  necessary  in  view  of  the  natural  expansion  of  the  area  and  the 
possible  implications  of  expansion  by  means  of  the  South  East  Studv. 
It  would  seem  that  the  idea  of  exploiting  the  Wash  for  a  natural  fresh 
water  reservoir,  if  proved  to  be  feasible,  would  solve  the  water  problems 
of  this  area  for  a  very  long  time  ahead. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Eight  of  the  23  parishes  in  the  Council’s  area  have  now  been  sewered, 
although  the  schemes  for  OfTord  Darcy  and  Offord  Cluny  and  the  hamlet 
of  Perry  were  not  actually  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Most  of 
the  sewer  laying  was  in  fact  completed.  The  parishes  having  sewers 
being  Kimbolton,  Great  Staughton,  Buckden,  Little  Paxton,  Southoe, 
Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Cluny,  and  Perry. 

The  scheme  for  Hail  Weston  is  now  being  submitted  to  the  Minister 
and  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  tenders  early  in  1965  after  a  local  inquirv  has 
been  held  by  the  Minister.  Consultants  are  also  pressing  on  with  the 
preliminary  arrangements  for  the  sewering  of  Grafham,  Diddington,  and 
the  combined  scheme  for  Yelling,  Toseland  and  Great  Paxton  and  all 
the  negotiations  for  sites,  etc.,  are  in  hand. 

The  position  regarding  “Trade  effluents’’  is  as  outlined  in  the  report 
for  1963  and  all  farmers  have  decided  so  far  to  deal  with  their  own 
trade  effluents. 

After  each  parish  is  sewered  the  Council  follov/  up  all  properties 
served  by  the  sewer  and  ensure  that  W.C.’s  as  a  minimum  are  provided 
at  these  properties  including  internal  main  water  supplies  in  the  few 
cases  where  this  service  is  absent.  When  this  is  done  the  attention  of 
owners  is  drawn  to  the  Improvement  Grant  scheme  and  manv  owners 
take  advantage  of  this  service.  At  the  end  of  1964  all  possible  properties 
in  Kimbolton,  Great  Staughton,  Buckden,  Little  Paxton  and  Southoe 
had  been  dealt  with.  Notices  in  connection  with  Offord  Darcy.  Offord 
Cluny  and  Perry  have  been  served  and  will  be  followed  up  during  1965. 

Close  contact  is  still  maintained  with  the  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Great 
Ouse  River  Board  and  two  samples  of  sewage  effluent  from  the  main 
works  were  taken  by  his  Department  and  reported  as  satisfactory.  Also 
a  sample  was  taken  from  the  housing  site  works  at  Offord  Cluny  and 
this  was  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  This  works  is  in  poor  condition  and 
will  be  superseded  by  the  main  drainage  scheme  for  the  village  within 
the  very  near  future.  A  further  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from 
the  Great  Paxton  housing  site  works  and  although  this  works  is  in  good 
condition  it  it  thought  to  be  rather  overloaded  and  once  again  it  will  be 
superseded  by  the  proposed  main  drainage  scheme. 

TTie  Council  obtained  suitable  grass  cutting  equipment  for  maintaining 
their  sewage  works  sites. 
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Three  piped  sewers  received  attention  during  the  year  and  four  repairs 
were  carried  out  to  sewage  works.  58  private  cesspools,  387  Council 
cesspools  or  sewage  tanks  were  cleansed  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  service  detailed  in  the  1963  report  continues  to  operate  satis¬ 
factorily  with  the  aid  of  the  bonus  scheme  for  the  workmen. 

The  new  35  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  refuse  vehicle  was  brought  into  use 
and  found  to  have  great  advantages  with  the  long  hauls  involved  in  a 
Rural  area.  Nevertheless  the  work  in  connection  with  dustbin  emptying 
continues  to  increase  and  it  has  been  necessary  at  times  to  utilise  the  old 
Karrier  refuse  vehicle  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  new  vehicle. 

All  existing  refuse  tips  were  discontinued  during  the  year  and  steps 
were  being  taken  to  leave  them  in  a  clean  and  tidy  condition.  As 
alternative  sites  could  not  be  found  the  Council  decided  to  dispose  of  all 
their  refuse  at  a  private  tip  in  Buckden.  The  owner  being  a  large 
haulage  and  works  contractor  having  equipment  at  his  disposal  for 
properly  covering  the  tip  after  use.  Several  other  Authorities  are  using 
the  same  tip  which  was  a  disused  gravel  working  and  in  due  course  it 
will  be  reclaimed  for  future  use. 

During  the  year  the  Council  were  interested  in  paper  sack  refuse 
collection  systems  and  after  seeing  a  film  on  the  subject  decided  to 
arrange  for  a  pilot  scheme  of  paper  sack  refuse  collection  in  connection 
with  one  or  more  of  the  proposed  large  housing  sites  soon  to  be  com¬ 
menced  in  the  area.  At  the  same  time  a  limited  number  of  paper  sacks 
would  be  installed  at  Council  houses. 

The  average  cost  of  dealing  with  each  dustbin  or  pail  is  l/2d.  approxi- 
mat.ely. 

LITTER. 

I  think  that  the  litter  problem  at  the  moment  is  not  a  serious  one  in 
this  Rural  area  and  the  Council  continue  to  assist  bv  providing  litter 
baskets  whenever  a  Parish  (^ouncil  ask  for  them.  It  is  felt  that  litter  may 
become  more  of  a  problem  as  and  when  the  car  parking  areas  for  the 
Grafham  Water  area  are  brought  into  use.  and  the  position  here  will 
require  careful  watching. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE  LICENCES. 

63  Licences  were  issued  for  1964. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Four  caravan  site  licences  covering  a  further  four  caravans  were  issued 
during  1964  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  AcL 
1960.  During  the  year  the  licensee  of  the  site  referred  to  in  the  report 
for  1963  took  steps  to  complv  with  the  main  provisions  of  the  licence 
issued  to  him  which  involved  the  erection  of  a  completelv  new  toilet 
block  etc.  This  site  is  used  in  connertion  with  a  gravel  workings 
operator  and  as  such,  it  is  difficult  to  achieve  the  .same  standard  ac  vou 
would  expect  on  a  normal  residential  or  holiday  site.  Most  of  the 
caravans  being  used  during  the  working  week  only  bv  the  menfolk  and 
usuallv  no  families  are  involved. 

71  visits  were  made  to  moveable  dwelling  sites  during  the  year  and 
generally  speaking  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  but  a  detailed 
check  up  on  all  licence  conditions  is  necessary. 

COUNCIL  HOUSE  MAINTENANCE. 

1,782  inspections  were  carried  out  and  613  orders  were  issued  for 
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repairs.  All  repairs  have  been  carried  out  by  private  builders  and  con¬ 
tractors.  During  the  year  bathroom  and  W.C.  improvement  schemes 
were  completed  at  18  houses  in  Southoe.  Schemes  for  13  Council  houses 
in  Offord  Cluny  and  Offord  Darcy  were  prepared  and  approved  for  bath¬ 
rooms,  etc.,  and  the  works  will  be  carried  out  during  1965. 

As  a  general  policy  the  Council  are  now  gradually  improving  the 
electric  wiring  installations  in  all  the  older  type  Council  houses  up  to  a 
modern  standard. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

311  plans  of  new  buildings  or  alterations  were  deposited  and  856  visits 
were  made  to  inspect  the  works  in  progress.  The  number  of  plans 
deposited  has  increased  by  a  further  50%  but  the  number  of  visits  made 
has  unfortunately  declined  due  to  pressure  of  other  work  during  the  year. 
However,  all  essential  visits  under  Building  Byelaws  have  been  maintained 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  foundations,  drains,  damp  courses,  etc. 

MILK  DAIRIES. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  during  the  year.  The  prime 
responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  these  Laws  rest  with  the  County 
Council.

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FOOD  INSPECTIONS,  INCLUDING  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

54  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made.  2  cwt.  108  lbs.  foodstuffs 
were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Three  samples  of 
ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  two  of 
these  were  reported  as  Grade  1  and  one  as  Grade  2.  87  visits  were  made 
to  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The  licences 
of  three  slaughtermen  were  renewed  as  from  the  1st  October,  1964.  and  a 
new  licence  was  granted  for  a  young  slaughterman  as  an  apprentice  to 
his  father  who  has  been  a  slaughterman  for  a  very  long  time.  All 
slaughtering  is  confined  to  the  Kimbolton  slaughterhouse. 

A  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  upon  the  condition  of  milk 
delivered  to  a  certain  house.  A  sample  was  taken  and  it  was  found  that 
the  condition  was  due  to  the  natural  souring  of  the  milk  and  as  the 
complaint  concerned  a  bottle  opened  by  the  purchaser  it  was  felt  that  no 
further  action  was  necessary  except  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  dairy 
concerned  to  the  complaint. 

The  second  butcher’s  shop  referred  to  in  the  1963  report  has  now  been 
completely  rebuilt  and  brought  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard.  The  other 
two  cases  of  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  also 
been  abated. 

During  the  year  no  oremises  were  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act.  1955,  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  or  the  manufacture  of  sausages, 
cooked  meat.  etc.  There  is  now  a  total  of  51  such  premises  on  the 
Council’s  register. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963. 

Two  licences  have  been  issued  covering  one  boarding  establishment 
for  dogs  and  another  one  for  cats.  These  licences  were  issued  after 
consultation  and  joint  visits  with  an  inspector  of  the  R.S.P.C.A. 


STREET  NUMBERING  AND  NAMEPLATES. 

Some  progress  was  made  during  the  year  upon  the  erection  of  street 
nameplates.  The  whole  of  the  district  will  have  street  nameplates  erected 
before  the  end  of  1965. 


NEW  HOUSING. 

10  new  bungalows  and  flats  were  completed  in  Great  Paxton.  Grafham 
and  Kimbolton  during  1964.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  therefore 
owned  520  houses  plus  20  prefabricated  bungalows. 

During  the  year  the  Council  obtained  the  site  of  five  old  cottages  and 
commenced  to  build  eight  flats  on  the  site  in  Southoe.  When  the  scheme 
started  it  was  thought  that  one  block  of  four  flats  would  have  to  be 
erected  first,  at  the  rear  of  the  cottages  :  the  tenants  then  re-housed  and 
afterwards  the  cottages  at  the  front  demolished  and  the  second  block  of 
four  flats  erected  on  the  same  site.  Fortunately  the  Council  were  able 
to  make  other  temoorarv  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
tenants  of  the  old  cottages  and  work  nroceeded  on  all  eight  of  the  flats 
which  should  be  comnleted  during  1965. 

The  amended  layout  for  the  Buckden  site  was  agreed  with  the  Countv 
Planning  Officer  and  the  necessary  site  works  were  about  to  commence 
at  the  end  of  1964.  Ten  garages  were  erected  in  Great  Paxton  and  sixteen 
in  Kimbolton  for  the  use  of  Council  tenants. 

It  is  still  evident  that  the  demand  for  Council  accommodation  in  this 
area  is  mainly  for  old  oeonle’s  bungalows  or  houses  of  a  smaller  type  as 
there  are  still  a  large  number  of  existing  three  bedroom  Council  houses 
occunied  bv  one  or  two  persons. 
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The  scheme  for  improving  the  two  ex-almshouses  in  the  Grass  Yard, 
Kimbolton,  was  completed  during  the  year  and  these  are  now  two  very 
useful  units  of  accommodation  at  Kimbolton. 

51  new  private  enterprise  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Council’s  area. 


HOUSING  INSPECTIONS. 

22  standard  or  discretionary  improvement  grant  schemes  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  1964  making  a  total  of  280  houses  upon  which  grants 
have  been  paid  since  the  dates  of  the  Acts.  Many  other  schemes  have 
been  approved  and  are  in  progress. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  either 
formally  or  informally  under  the  Housing  Acts  or  Public  Health  Acts. 
The  number  of  houses  demolished  has  also  been  satisfactory  and  generally 
speaking  the  Council’s  method  of  dealing  with  the  housing  problems 
is  eminently  suitable  for  a  Rural  area  like  this. 


HOUSING  APPLICATIONS. 

The  annual  revision  of  the  housing  waiting  list  shows  that  there  are  a 
total  of  109  applicants.  24  of  these  have  no  separate  home  (newlyweds, 
rooms,  caravans,  etc.).  84  were  in  separate  houses  and  one  was  in  a 
condemned  house.  In  addition  there  are  a  number  of  Council  house 
tenants  on  the  transfer  list  requiring  smaller  accommodation.  The 
Council’s  building  programmes  will  take  care  of  the  homeless  families 
and  for  those  people  living  in  condemned  houses  where  they  have  not  yet 
applied  for  a  Council  house.
